ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCILS, 


September 28th, 1875. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City COUNCILS: 

I congratulate you that you enter upon your official duties in time of 
peace, and when our city is generally in a prosperous condition. We 
feel the evils of the unusual depression of business, the stagnation of 
trade, the heavy taxation, and the want of employment for an industri- 
ous laboring population. But thus far Portsmouth seems to have suffer- 
ed from these eauses as little as any other place in the country, and we 
have reason to hope that we may be able to await the return of ‘‘ better 
times” without serious calamity or suffering. 

The debt of the city is now $174,195.15, $5000 having been paid last 
year, and $5000 more will fall due on the first day of October. For the 
payment of this instalment, provision has been made. Like sums of 
$5000 will become due annually until 1882. The credit of the city is 
good, and the debt, which is small compared with the amount of our 
taxable property, will probably be extinguished within a reasonable 
time. 

The city is also liable to the amount of $300,000 upon bonds loaned to 
aid in the construction of the Portsmouth & Dover railroad. These 
bonds are secured by the guaranty of the Eastern Railroad in 
New Hampshire, with the additional guaranty of the Eastern Railroad 
Company, as well as by the value of the Portsmouth & Dover Railroad. 
The interest is promptly paid semi-annually by the Eastern Railroad. 

The whole tax assessed upon the city for the year 1874 was $145,- 
289.83 ; for the year 1875, etna The rate of taxation in 1874 


oa 
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was $2 31 on the hundred dollars; in 1875 it is $2 02 on the hundred 
dollars —a reduction a nearly one-eighth. I earnestly desire you to 
consider carefully whether further reductions of the expenses of the city 
may not usefully be made. | 

The cost of supporting our paupers for the year ending December dl, 
1874, was $5,430.88, deducting the receipts from the produce of the city 
farm, etc. The average number of paupers was 40, and the cost per 
week for each pauper $261. The recent act of the legislature pats 
upon the County the care of supporting all paupers who hhave not gained 
a settlement in any town since the year 1860. This relieves our alms- 
house of a large number, including many who are aged and insane, and 
must materially reduce the direct expenses of the city in the support of | 
the poor. I think the number left at the alms-house will not exceed 20, 
but it is likely again to increase by. the lapse of time. A considerable 
number of poor families resident in the city who are properly chargeable 
upon the County, have been unable to maintain themselves with moderate 
assistance from the city. Good policy requires that this mode of assist- 
ance should be continued. If it be withheld, whole families must go to 
the County farm, and be supported there at such cost that the city’s 
sharewill be more than the whole amount of help now allowed. And the 
importance of encouraging such families to support themselves as far 
as possible, and of keeping their children out of the County alms-house, 
cannot be estimated in money. The county commissioners allowed but 
little assistance to this class of poor persons, and require that they shall 
go to the County farm; but I trust that upon further consideration they 
will perceive that the system heretofore practised is more humane and 
economical. 

The city farm includes about one-hundred and seventy acres of good 
land, and it is much larger than is necessary for the accommodation of 
the diminished number of paupers left in the alms-house. Part of it 
bordering upon the compact part of the city is suitable for building lots, 
and is too valuable to be devoted profitably to farming purposes. The 
city councils have caused the fields on Woodbury and Creek streets to be 
laid out in lots with convenient streets intersectingthem. To encourage 
the sale of the lots, and at the same time to aid such of our industrious 
citizens as are striving to establish homesteads, I recommend that these 
lots be offered for sale on. long credit to persons who will actually 
occupy and build upon them. Such a course will tend to increase our 
population, will accommodate many of our enterprising young men, and 
will ultimately bring a considerable’ amount of money to the treasury of 
the city. 
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The streets and reads of the city are generally in good condition. 
Considerable improvements have been made during the year, and T’ 
think they may be kept in order the ensuing year at a moderate cost. [ 
have thought it expedient during the last year to expend a large part of 
the appropriation upon the streets most used within the compact Port of 
the city, as many of them were much worn and out of order. 

The fire department is efficient and well equipped, and has been well’ 
managed by its present officers and men. The great quantity of water 
required by the steam fire engines has long required great attention to 
the question of supplies. During the last year the construction of a 
- large reservoir upon Madison street has been commenced. The sum of 

seven thousand dollars was appropriated for this work, of which’ 
$3258 06 had been expended up to the first day of this month; and it 

is probable that the work can be completed at a’ cost a little exceeding’ 
the original appropriation. By means of pipes the water of this reser- 
_voit may be made ayailable upon Union, Cabot and other streets in that 

vicinity; aud it will afford great protection to a part of the town here: 

tofore in great danger for want of water, in case of the occurrence of any 
considerable fire. I recommend continued attention to the subject’ of 
the supply of water for fires, by the location of suitable reservoirs, and 

the establishment of places along the whole water front of the city ac- 

cessible to the. engines. One thousand feet of new and serviceable 

‘hose has been bought the last year. I think it will be desirable to buy 

a like quantity the coming year. Much of the old hose is worn out and 
not to be relied upon, and the linen hose purchased at considerable cost 
a year ago is nearly worthless. 

The condition of the mill-ponds at the north and south ends of the city 
_ has become the subject of much public discussion and anxiety. The in- 
crease of buildings upon their shores necessarily cause a great annual 
-inerease of the drainage of decayed and offensive matter into them, not- 
withstanding the, ordinance of the city to the contrary. Every rising’ 

tide sweeps the substances upon the shores of the ponds, and the water 

is drawn off so gradually through the mills that almost all the acewmu-' 
lations upon the shores remain and putrify there. This is a source of 
great annoyance to the people of the city, and it causes great apprehen- 

sion of danger to the public health. JI am not prepared to decide what 
is the best remedy for this great evil; but I earnestly recommend the 

subject to your attention. 

During the past year seven lawsuits against the city have been settled 
and Bipased of. Five remain, only one of which appears to be of any 
considerable importance. Jt is often difficult to decide whether it is 
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better to resist disputed claims against the city of small amounts, or to 
incur the hazard of making a bad and expensive example of paying or 
compromising them. It is our duty to be just, because we have no 
right to be generous, with the money of the city. 

Our schools are believed to be efficient and well managed. ‘They de- 
mand a very large share of the public money, they are wisely regarded 
as a favorite subject of our bounty, and it is generally agreed that no 
reasonable effort for their improvement should be spared. But great 
care should be used to prevent. waste, and to limit strietly the expendi- 
tures in this department. Here as elsewhere we cannot be lavish of 
the city’s money without doing wrong to the tax-payers and causing in- 
jury to the Schools. An urgent demand existed during the last year for 
increased school-house accommodations, several schools being full and 
overflowing. Temporary relief has been found by fitting up the Ward 
room on State Street as a school-house. As an evidence of an increas- 
ing populatiou, the call for more school-houses may, perhaps, be 
received as an indication of increasing prosperity ; however this may be 
you will take care that the just wauts of the rising generation in this 
respect are fully supplied. 

I earnestly ask your co-operation in cutting off all unnecessary expen- ° 
ditures and in administering the affairs of the city with the greatest 
possible economy. But at this time of great depression in business, 
when many industrious men are in danger of suffering for want of em- 
ployment during the inclement season that is approaching, it deserves 
your consideration whether such expenditure as must soon be incurred, 
may not be anticipated. I certainly would not advocate the beginning 
of any useless undertaking for the sake of giving work to those who. 
lack employment; but I think the city may reasonably, and without 
loss, anticipate the execution of necessary work, witha view to the inci- 
dental advantage which the expenditures may afford. But we must not 
_ forget that economy in the use of the public money is always a duty, 
and more so than ever at times like the present, when the burdens of 
taxation are seriously felt. 

Reflecting with pleasure upon the harmonious action of the city 
councils and government during the past year, I trust, gentlemen, that 
the same good feeling will continue during the year upon which we have | 
entered.

To His Honor the Mayor, and the Honorable City Councils of the city 
of Portsmouth; 


Gentlemen : 
In compliance with Chapter 13, Section 4, of the City Ordinances de- 


fining the duties of the Chief Engineer, I respectfully submit my first 
annual report of the condition of the Fire Department; a list. of fires 
that have occurred during the past year, with a statement of the amount 
of loss and the amount of insurance on the property destroyed so far as 
ascertained; the amount of property belonging to the city under my 
charge, together with a complete list of the members, with their ages 
and residences; a list of reservoirs, wells and hydrants with thefr loca- 
tion and condition. 
MEMBERSHIP 


The membership of the department has been reduced since the last 
report in compliance with an Ordinance passed January 7th, 1875; it 
now numbers 113 men, divided as follows :—One Chief and four Assist- 
ant Engineers; one clerk of the department; two steamer companies 
each consisting of 23 men, and one steamer company of 22 men: two 
extinguisher companies, each consisting of 10 men; one Hook & Lad- 
der company of 13 men; one hose and supply wagon company, each 
consisting of 3 men. 

APPARATUS. 

The department consists of three steam fire engines with hose car- 
riages attached; two extinguishers; one Hook & Ladder truck; one 
supply wagon, and one horse hose carriage. 


a 
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The steam fire engines are of different manufacture. Dearborn, No. 
1, was built by Messrs Campbell & Whittier, of Roxbury, Mass. Put 
into service in 1865. It has one steam cylinder, nine inches in diame- 
ter, and one double-acting vertical pump, 5 1-2 inches in diameter, and 
12-inch stroke. 

A considerable length of time is consumed in getting this engine at 
fires, owing to the impossibility of drawing it at any reasonable speed 
without occasioning a leakage of its boiler; this is owing to its con- 
struction. 

The boiler at the present time is in a very leaky condition, some 
twenty-nine of its tubes are plugged on that account, while others are 
leaking. 

In 1871 some $1200 was expended on this engine for repair; since 
that time nearly as much more. I consider that it would be money use- 
lessly expended to repair it. It is unreliable and not capable of perform- 
ing active service. I trust you will give the condition of this engine your 
earliest attention, and would recommend that a second-class Amoskeag 
engine be purchased the coming year. 

Sagamore, No. 2 was built by the Portland Co. Put into service in 
1864. It has a sleeve pump 4 3-4 inches in diameter, 10-inch stroke. 
This engine will probably need some repairs the coming year. 
""Kearsarge, No. 3, was built by the Amoskeag Manufacturing Co. 
Put into service in 1870. It has two double-acting plunger pumps lined 
with brass, 4 inches in diameter and 8-inch stroke ; two steam cylinders 
6 7-8 inches in diameter, and 8-inch stroke, worked upon the same pis- 
ton-rod with the pump. ‘This engine is in good condition. 

The Extinguishers, Hook & Ladder Truck, and all other apparatus 
belonging to the department are in good working condition. 


HOSE. 


There are 5550 feet of leather, and 1050 feet of linen hose in the de- 
partment ; 1000 feet of the former having been purchased the past year. 
A great portion of the hose is in a weak condition on account of long 
usage, the linen being almost worthless. 

I am of the opinion that thoroughly oaked tanned leather hose is the 
most serviceable for fire use, therefore the most economical. I would 
recommend that 1000 feet of _ leather hose be purchased at an 

early day. 
HOUSES. 

The houses of the department are in a fair condition. Allow me 
uuder this head to renew my recommendation of last year, namely: 
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’ ‘ 
That a good substantial floor be laid in the houses of Nos. 1 and 3 in 
place of the fast decaying wooden ones. The hose tower does not meet 
the requirements of the department; a larger and more spacious tower 
is very much needed. 
FIRES AND ALARMS. 


The whole number of fires and alarms from January 1, to December 
31, 1875, has been 20. The value of the property destroyed, and the 
amount of insurance on the property destroyed, is shown in a tabulated | 
table elsewhere. 

WATER SUPPLY. 


The hale number of reservoirs are 15, only 12 of which are reli- 
able. A reservoir near Puddle Dock, for which an appropriation was 
made the past year, is very much needed. .

In conclusion, I deem it my duty to express my thanks to His Honor 
the Mayor and members of the City Councils for their co-operation in 
all matters relating to the department; to the Committee on Fire De- 
partment for their active efforts to promote the efficiency of the depart- 
ment; to the Board of Engineers for their ready and faithful responses 
to duty; to the several companies for the prompt and efficient manner 
in which they have performed their duties ; to the Police force, and to 
all persons who have in any manner assisted the department:

SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1875, 


To the Honorable Board of Mayor and Aldermen: 

GENTLEMEN :—The School Committee submit the following report : 

The Board has maintained eighteen regular schools of the various 
grades, having an average daily attendance of twelve hundred and 
ninety-six pupils, and requiring the services of thirty-six teachers. 

The total cost of these schools has been twenty-four thousand, three 
hundred and twenty-two dollars and thirty-eight cents, expended as fol- 


lows :—

For fuel, ; 2,311 68 
For books and stationery, 21 298 37

For contingent expenses, ‘696 12

We desire to call your attention to the fact that the cost of teaching 
alone, during the year ending December’ 31, 1875, exceeded the appro- 
priation to the amount of four hundred and eighty-two dollars and fifty 
cents; that the cost of teaching and fuel have exceeded our entire in- 
come to the amount of one thousand, eight hundred and twenty-six 
dollars and fifty-five cents ; and that our total expenditure has exceeded 
our entire income to the amount of three thonsand, three hundred and 
fifty-four dollars and ninety-five. cents.

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The ratio of the number of teachers employed to the average daily 
attendance isas1to36. This will undoubtedly indicate that our teachers 
have been well employed, and in some ot our larger schools, as in the 
case of the primary department of the Cabot Street School, where the 
ratio is as 1 to 54,.they have been overworked, and teacher.and pupil have 
alike suffered in consequence. An effort has been made to remedy this 
evil by the establishment of a school in the ward room on State street, 
with accommodations for sixty pupils ; but the school room being so far 
from the source of the evil it was intended to remedy, it has but in 
part accomplished its purpose. The section most pressed for room is 
that part of the city lying west of Summer street and north of State. 

During the year, the study of music has been dropped om account of 
the resignation of Miss Franklin. However desirous. your Committee 
may be to furnish to the pupils of the several schools, throughout the 
city, an opportunity to continue this study, they have not found it expe- 
dient to provide another teacher, feeling that they were not warranted in 
incurring this additional expense. 

It has been customary in some of the schools in the third district to 
have written examinations monthly. The progress which the pupils 
have made under this arrangement, gives cheering evidence of its ex- 
cellence. The practical value of this system, both te the teacher and 
pupil cannot be overrated. 7 | 

The report of the high school committee, the statistics of the schools, 
the course of the study adopted by the teachers in the several districts, 
and the rules and regulations governing the schools, are herewith ap- 
pended in detail.

HIGH SCHOOL COMMITTEE,

To the School Committee of the City of Portsmouth: 


The High School Committee respectfully submit their annual report 
for the year 1875, as follows : 

The whole number of pupils during the year was:—Girls, 82; 
Boys, 67; total, 149. The average attendance 114. 

At present there are in the schools :—Girls, 64 ; Boys, 58; total, 122. 

The course in these schools occupies four years, and the present 
number of each class is :—Fourth year, 12; Third year, 24 ; Second year, 
30; First year, 56; all dating from the month of September, which is 
the anaual commencement of the schools. 

During the year the High Schools have been under the care of Mr. 
Stephen W. Clarke and Miss Sarah.C. Bailey, assisted by Miss Kate 
Hooper and Miss Emma J. W. Magraw. The boys and girls eccupy 
separate appartments as heretofore; but for the last two years, the 
scholars pursuing the same studies have recited together, though thie 
organization, and toa large extent the government of the schools, con- 
tinues distinct. This innovation upon the former system under which 
the schools were kept entirely separate, has been found to work well in 
practice, and results in considerable economy of the labor of the 
teachers. : 

Under the present instructors, these schools have been excellently 
managed ; the discipline is perfect ; the demeanor and attendance of the 
scholars very good ; and their progress in their studies as great probably 
as could be expected. At no former period within the knowledge of 
the members of this committee have the high schools been in better or 
more satisfactory condition. 
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Yet it is apparent, in regard to these and to all our public schools, 
that the standard of public school education is not advancing in propor- 
tion td the increasing advantages offered. ‘Teachers are selected with 
care, usually from these who have studied and adopted the business of 
teaching as a profession: text books are provided at large cost, and in 
vastly increased quantity and variety; school-houses’are furnished with 
the apparatus and conveniencies required by the most improved systems 
of modern instruction ; and the assistance of special instructors, as in 
music, penmanship and the like, is often called in; but ‘the results do 
not seem greatly to surpass those obtained a hundred years. ago with 
means and appliances in evety way comparatively imperfect. Ele- 
mentary education is scarcely more general than it was at the com- 
mencement of ‘the century; and, though the average scholars may be 
better instructed, and in a greater variety of branches, the higher ac- 
complishments of sound learning have become even less common among 
our public and business men. 

This failure of our common schools to produce the full results reason- 
ably expected of them, is not unfrequently attributed to the schools 
themselves, or to some want of system, ability or energy in their 
management. But your committee are’satisfied that the complaint is 
unjust, and that the defect must be sought elsewhere. And the fault 
lies mainly, we believe, in the parents and scholars, and in the deficient 
public sentiments on the subject of education. Forgetting that there is 
no royal road to learning, many seem to think that a few months are 
sufficient for the attainment of such an education as can really be ac- 
quired only by years of painful labor. A much larger class are content 
with just so much instruction as will enable them to enter upon some 
profitable employment, and they willingly leave out as unnecessary the 
more extended learning, which ought to be the strength as well as the 
ornament of mature life. Parents of sufficient ability to allow a liberal 
education to their children, too frequently think their whole duty per- 
formed when they are sufficiently instructed to be put in the way of 
earning their own living. And the public are too indifferent of this 

right which belongs to all free communities, to demand such training of 
children as shall in the highest practicable degree ft them to Pee 
useful citizens. 

One of the consequences is that the standard of instruction in our 
more advanced schools is lower than it sheuld be. 

This Committee, like our predecessors, have felt themselves compelled 
to admit boys and girls to the high schools less perfectly qualified than 
we, desire, because parents are anxious that their children shall as soon 


- 
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as possible, engage in some active business, and are unwilling, and in 
many instances unable, to allow them time enough to complete a really 
useful and thorough course of education. If permitted to enter the 
high school early, many remain for the sake of completing the course, 
who, if they had been compelled to remain another year in the grammar 
school, would never enter the high schgol at all. 
Such causes must tend to limit the usefulness of the high schools until 
a wiser and better public sentiment shall induce parents and children - 
more generally to submit to the expense and labor of a longer and 
more thorough course of instruction, for the sake of the substantial 
advantages which ultimately result from it. Superficial and imperfect 
education may be sufficient for the mere purposes of money making ; 
but the interests of the State require that education should also be 
directed to nobler ends, and be carried to such extent that the rising 
generation shall not fall below those which have preceded us in any of the 
accomplishments belonging to public or private life. 
_ Under our present system of common schools, including the high 
schools, all reasonable facilities for the instruction of children are offered, 
at the public expense. It remains for the people, earnestly, zealously, 
and if necessary at the cost of personal inconvenience and self denial, to 
take advantage of the opportunities that are offered, and we may be sure 
that improvement in the schools will keep pace with the demand for 


' education from without. 


Within the last two years, the Committee have made some changes 
in the high schools, by which considerable saving of expense has been 
effected, without diminishing the substantial efficiency of the schools. 
Instead of three male teachers and one female assistant, whose united 
salaries amounted to $4,850.00, one male and three female teachers have 
been substituted, whose annual salaries amount to $3,335.00; making 
an annual saving of $1,515.00, the incidental expenses remaining about 
the same. . We subjoin a detailed statement of the expenses of these 
schools for the year 

The arrangements for warming the high school building are imperfect 
and expensive, chiefly by reason of the erroneous construction of the 
building. We have conferred with committees of the Board of Aldermen 
on this subject, .but have not been able to devise any remedy which 
would not involve very considerable expense. New chimneys at the 
south end of the building, by which the recitation rooms could be warmed 
independently of the furnaces used to heat the larger halls, would probably 
be the best and, in the end, the cheapest improvement. 
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We add to our report the course of study as at present established, a 
list of the text-books used, the names of the scholars who were graduated 
in July last, and a statement of the distribution of the medals provided 
from the legacy of the late Horace A. Haven.

SCHOOL GRADES. 


The schools in this city shall be classed and divided as follows : 


igh, Ungraded, Grammar, Intermediate, and Primary schools; the 
last three of which shall consist of two divisions each, and shall be 
called the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th and 6th divisions, respectively. Each 
division shall have two classes, and may be allowed two years to com- 
plete its work. 


DUTIES OF THE MASTER. 


1. The Master of the 1st division in each Ward shall act as a 
supervisor of the divisions above mentioned. 


2. He shall make such regulations for the discipline and govern- 
ment of the several divisions as he may deem proper, subject to the 
approval of the Committee. 


3. He shall mark out the course of study and the limits of instruc- 
tion in every branch for the several divisions and classes, which shall be 
uniform throughout the city. 


4. He shall secure uniformity in methods of instruction, as far as 
practicable or useful, and see that no text books are used in school ex- 
cept such as are prescribed by the Committee. 


5. He shall see by frequent examinations, that the regulations are 
carried into effect, and that the instruction is efficient and thorough. 


6. He shall have charge of and be responsible for the order in the 
school-yards and outbuildings. 


7. He shall have power to suspend any pupil who may be guilty of 
a flagrant breach of the law, such as truancy, or rebellion, in any 
division under his charge, until such pupil shall. be reinstated or ex- 
pelled frem school by the Committee. 


8. Pupils desiring to be admitted to any of the above mentioned 
schools, shall, after obtaining a permit from the chairman of sub-com- 
mittee, be sent by him directly to the Master, who shall examine and 
place them in the proper grade. 
13 
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9. The annual examinations for promotions shall be made by him. 
Promotions may be made at any “time with consent of the chairman of — 
sub-committee, when such action is deemed expedient by the Master. 


10. He shall devote at least one hour in every school day to exam- 


ining the condition and progress of the several divisions and classes 
under his charge. 


11. He shall have a book, furnished by the Committee and open at 
any time for inspection by them, in which shall be kept a record show- 
ing the whole number and average number in each division, also the 
average daily attendance and percentage of daily attendance for each 
month, together with such other information relating to the several 
schools as the Committee may wish to have recorded. 


12. He shall, on the first of every month, report to the chairman of 
sub-committee, in writing, a summary of the above named record. 


13. All work on reports or the filling up of blanks, shall be done 
out of school hours. . 


14. He shall appoint stated or occasional meetings of the sub- 
teachers for the purpose of consultation, or for instructing, advising or 
aiding them in their various duties in the school-room. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1. Those children only who have been vaccinated and who are 
upwards of five years of age, shall be allowed to attend the Public 
Schools. And no pupil shall be admitted to any school without'a writ- 


ten permit from the chairman of the sub-committee having charge of 
that school. 


2. All the school-rooms shall be opened and the teachers present at 
least ten minutes before the time for the session to begin, both morning 
and afternoon. The scholars shall be in their seats and the teacher open 
the services precisely at the prescribed hours, and no pupil shall be 
allowed to enter school during the opening exercises. 


3. All the schools will be required to keep the same number. of Bfeiri 
during the week. 


The hour of commencement in all schools a the 1st Biricians 
shall be nine A. M. andtwo P. M. The sessions to be continued till 
twelve, M., and till five P. M., except during the months of October, 


November, December, ae and February, when tie will close 
at 4 o’clock P. M. 


The sessions of the first (Master’s Division) shall commence at 8.30 : 
A.M. and 2 P. M. and continue till 12 M. and 3 P. M. during the 
five months above mentioned, and during the remaining six months, the 


morning session shall commence at 8, and the afternoon session shall 
close at . BU; 


4. In éach school there shall be, daily, an exercise in vocal music 
and some gymnastic exercises ; and each school shall have such reces- 
ses as may be deemed expedient by the principal teacher of pe school ; 
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but such recesses shall not occupy more thantwenty minutes to each 
session, including the time of going out and coming in; and during 
school hours no pupil shall be allowed to go beyond the limits of the 
school ground, without special permission of the teacher. 


5. It is recommended to each teacher to give frequent and thorough 


reviews of the subjects taught, with exercises and illustrations aside 
from the text books. | 


6. No books shall be used nor studies pursued in any school, except 
the same shall have been ordered by the Committee. 


7. A-register shall be kept in every school, in which shall be re- 
corded the names, ages, date of admission, half-daily absence, tardiness 
and dismissals of the scholars. Each recitation shall be marked on a 
uniform scale; deductions shall be made for imperfect lessons, and the 

balance, at the end of each month, will determine the rank, 


8. A written excuse shall be required for each absence or tardiness, 
from the parent or guardian of the pupil. Every pupil, in order to ob- 
tain a dismissal before the close of the session, must bring a sufficient 
’ excuse therefor in writing, and obtain the consent of the teacher at the 


opening of the’session, and a separate excuse will be required for each 
dismission.

9. And in case any pupil be absent or tardy more than one quarter 


of the school days of one term, such pupil may be degraded to a lower 
class. 


10. Each school shall be daily opened with the reading of a portion 
of the Holy Scriptures, to be followed by the Lord’s Prayer, or an ex- 
tempore prayer by the teacher. 


11. When any scholar has been absent ten half-days or more within 
a month, or has become unnecessarily irregular in attendance, played 
truant, or in any respect behaved in a disorderly manner, after reason- 
able admonition and correction, the teacher shall report such pupil to 
the Committee, and the pupil shall not be again admitted to any public 
school in the city without a written order from the chairman of the sub- 
committee that have the charge of the school. 


12. The general examination of schools by the Committee will 
immediately precede the close of the Winter term, and the annual 


examinations of pupils by the Master, for promotion, will be during the 
last week of the Spring term. 


18. ‘Teachers shall be allowed one half-day in each term, to visit 
other schools, for the purpose of observation and comparison, after 


making arrangements satisfactory to the Master and chairman of sub- 
committee. 


14. The order of exercises of every division shall be given to the 
Master, and by him to the chairman of the General Committee during 
the first week of every term, and as often thereafter as it may be 


changed. 


15. Teachers shall give their PERSONAL attention to the preservation’ 
of order in the entries and on the stairs, when pupils are filing in and 
out at the opening ayd closing of the school and at recesses. 
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16. No playing shall be allowed in any school-building. 


17. No advertisement shall be read or distributed in any school, nor 
shall any publie entertainment be announced without specie permission 
from the Committee. 


18. Every school-room shall be furnished with a thermometer and 
the temperature kept as near 68 degrees as practicable. 


19. Any pupil who shall cut, or otherwise injure any school-house, 
or injure any fence, trees, or out-buildings belonging to the school- 
grounds, or shall write any profane or obscene language, or make any 
obscene pictures or characters on any school premises, shall be liable to 
suspension or expulsion. 


20. Whenever a teacher is obliged to close his or her school, imme- 
diate notice shall be be given to the master, who may furnish a substi- 
tute for one day only. 


21. Every pupil, on leaving school, shall obtain a discharge there- 
from in writing, which shall be given by the principal teacher when the 
reasons for leaving are satisfactory ; ; and no pupil leaving any school in 
the city shall be allowed to become a member of any other public school, 
without first presenting such discharge, or by order of; the General 


Committee. 


22 No child shall be allowed to attend any public school unless 
cleanly in person. 


23. “The qualifications necessary for admission to the Intermediate 
schools, are, that the pupil shall be able to read fluently in Hillard’s 
Second and Third Readers ; to spell words occurring in their daily 
lessons, and other familiar words; recite the addition and multiplication 
tables perfectly ; ; to write figures plainly; to add two columns of figures 
not exceeding six in length ; to be familiar with the Roman numerals, 
and to multiply and divide by one figure. 


24. The qualifications necessary for admission to, the Grammar 
Schools, are, to be well prepared in Greenleaf’s Arithmetic as far as 
Decimal eta chen to add the column of figures on the Combination 
Card; to read distinctly ; to spell in Town ‘and Holbrook’s Speller as 
far as page 73; to write legibly, and to complete Guyot’s Elementary 
Geography. 


TERMS AND VACATIONS. 


The school-year shall be divided into three terms.
